In the event the 
M arshall Bill be defended we firmly expect a still more <Hflant. 
attitude upon the part of the law violator- 
It was Perfectly n a­ 
tural th a t this increased defiance of the law should follow be­ 
cause the Tum ey dedalon practically disarm ed of authority not. 
only the two thousand to three thousand justices of the peace 
and m ayors of the stat#, hut also, possibly double that number 
of constables, m arshal* and deputy marshals. 
E N C O U R A G E D V I O L A T O R S 
To take from the enforcem ent of law in the state that num­ 
ber of officials naturally, I say. has encouraged the violator, and 
to say th a t it has not Is too absurd for discussion. 
Equally ab ­ 
surd is the statem ent that to reinvest this arm y of officials a th 
proper authority to enforce the law will not aid and will not dis­ 
courage the law violator 
Isn’t it strange logic, that a t a time 
when it is claimed that crim e has been increasing, that any cm? 
should even suggest seriously that the rem edy lies in withdraw ­ 
ing from the enforcem sn' of law several thousand law enforce­ 
m ent officials? The very fact th at alm ost the entire opposition 
to the M arshall Bill consists of w et propagandists, bootleggers 
and th eir sym pathizers should in itself he sufficient proof that 
despite their statem ents to the contrary they realize that. the 
Marshall Bill will be an obstacle in their way and an ald in tho 
enforcem ent of the law.

M E E T S A L L O B J E C T I O N S 
This bill meets the objections m ade by the IT. S. Supreme 
Court In the Tumey ca ae. 
W hen adopted the accused can no 
longer charge th at his constitutional rig h t to have a fair and im­ 
partial trial has been invaded, for the reason th a t the costs of 
the case are paid by the county regardless of the outcome of 
the trial. 
It is argued th at the officials, the m agistrates, constables, 
etc-, will file and prosecute unw arranted cases iii order that they 
might receive the maximum of fees. This argum ent is refuted by 
the experience in the Fish ‘arift Game D epartm ent where an ap­ 
propriation w as made to pay costs in all cases w herein the state 
fails and while th a t appropriation has been m ade for several 
years, never at any time has the whole am ount been consumed 
and the Legislature reduced the appropriation, ostensibly for the 
reason th a t the sam e was not being used. Anyway, objection 
fades wffien th e bill provides, as it does, th at before the fees can 
be paid out the same m ust be approved by “either the prosecuting 
attorney of the county or the attorney-general or by the chief 
supervisor of or an examiner under the Bureau of Inspection and 
Supervision of Public Office.” 
F urtherm ore, any unw arranted arrests or prosecutions would 
soon result In civil suits against the officers and their bonds­ 
men. 
W e think the bill guards well against any such violation. 
Finally I wish to say th at in my judgm ent the proportion of 
justices of the peace, and mayors who fall honorably to live up 
to th eir oath of office is no greater, if as great, as those holding 
positions of probate and common pleas judges.

Our opponents evidently know that the facts are clearly in 
our favor and that practically their only hope lies in deceiving 
the voters. 
W e are sure that every fair-minded voter resents such tame 
m ethods being used to hoodwink him into voting against, his 
own and his country' s best Interests. 
Ts it not perfectly clear to you that lf our opponents had a 
clear case against the Marshall Bill, It would not Tie necessary 
for- them to m isrepresent the Bill nor malign Its author, the 
Anti-Saloon League, the churches and ministers, world famed 
evangelists, the F arm er’s Grange and all other dry organizations 
th a t are sponsoring this bill. 
There Is an old adage "Give a man rope enough, and he will 
hang himself.” W e therefore, Ignore this political rot and move 
quietly and steadily on. confident of victory, ever strengthened 
and encouraged by the righteousness and integrity of our cause. 
For tho benefit of any honest doubter, we publish the follow 
ing statem ent of Mr. McDonald, Prohibition Commissioner of 
Ohio, appointed by the Governor. 
By B. F. M CD ONALD , State Prohibition Commissioner 
T wish to say th a t I favor the adoption of the Marshall Bill 
for at least three specific reasons 
FIRST, that it will aid generally in the enforcement, of law. 
SECONDLY, th a t its adoption is an absolute necessity to 
the enforcement of law In some of the counties of the state. 
THIRDLY, that the law will not only be self-sustaining, but 
will be revenue producing. 
As to the first, following Judge T aft’s decisions in the Turney 
case, 'at the state prohibition headquarters, there was noted al­ 
m ost Instant reaction, noticeable that th e bootleggers had a s­ 
sumed a more bold and defiant, attitude toward the law and th at 
attitude has continued up to tho present time. 
In the event tho 
M arshall Bill be defes'ed we firmly expect a still more defiant 
attitude upon the part of the law violator- 
It was perfectly na­ 
tural th a t this increased defiance of the law should follow be­ 
cause the Turney decision practically disarm ed of authority not 
only the two thousand to three thousand justices of the peace 
and mayors of the stat#, hut also, possibly double that num ber 
of constables, m arshals and deputy marshals. 
E N C O U R A G E D V I O L A T O R S 
To take from the enforcement of law In the state that num 
ber of officials naturally, I say. h as encouraged the violator, and 
to say th at it has not la too absurd for discussion. 
Equally ab­ 
surd is the statem ent that to reinvest this arm y of officials with 
proper authority to enfOT^ the law will not aid and will not dis­ 
courage the law violator. 
Isn’t it stran g e logic, that at a time 
when it is claimed that crime lias been increasing, that anyone 
should even suggest seriously th a t the rem edy lies in w ithdraw ­ 
ing from the ■enforcement of law several thousand Taw enforce­ 
m ent officials? The very fact th a t alm ost the entire opposition 
to the Marshall Bill consists of w et propagandists, bootleggers 
and their sympathizers should in itself be sufficient proof that, 
despite their statem ent* to the contrary they realize that the 
M arshall Bill will be an obstacle in their way and an aid in the 
enforcem ent of the law. 
Tho adoption of the Marshall Bill will 
discourage the bootlcgfer and aid generally in the enforcem ent 
of the law. 
As to tho second Hanson, the Turney decision has lert an 
enforcem ent outside large cities to our Probate awd Common 
P leas Courts, and in at least four counties in Ohio these courts 
have informed us plainly they would not h ear flies-- cases, th at 
we should not file these cases In their courts and that if we did 
the cases would he dismissed. 
Tho w et propagandists and op­ 
ponents of tin; M arshall Bill say th a t we should m andam us the 
courts and force them to hear these rases, but I ask w h at can 
any sane person expect In the way of law enforcement from any 
court that has to he mandam used to perform its duty? I say the 
adoption of the Marshall Rill in such county is a necessity, if 
chaos in law enforcement is to Tie avoided. 
AS TO R E V E N U E 
As a third reason T say tile M arshall Bill, lf adopted, "ill 
not only be self-sustaining hut will add to the coffers of stat*- 
and counties m any hundreds of thousands of dollars. 
In sup­ 
port of th at statem ent I peed but refer to the hundreds of thou­ 
sands of dollars collected from bootleggers and turned over to 
the state treasury by the court at Rocky River, in Cuyahoga 
county, and the court at Milford, in H am ilton county, two courts 
about which in my judgm ent there has never been any justifi­ 
able criticism. 
Tile Marshall Bill, if adopted, will, just as the 
S tate Prohibition Department has done, and Is doing, return to 
the treasury of state and county ten dollars for every one ex­ 
pended. 
I favor the adoption of the M arshall Bill for the reason that 
it will lessen the burdens of the taxpayer at the expense of the 
bootlegger and general law violator. 
In addition to the above reasons I believe that the farmer, 
and rural citizen is entitled to the protection and advantages of 
a local court as fully and completely as is the citizen of the city. 
M E E T S A L L O B J E C T I O N S 
This bill m eets tho objections m ade by the T\ S. Supreme 
Court in the Turney case. 
W hen adopted the accused can no 
longer charge th a t his constitutional rig h t to have a fair and im­ 
partial trial has been invaded, for the reason that the costs of 
the case are paid by the county regardless of the outcome of 
the trial. 
Tt is argued that the officials, tho m agistrates, constables, 
etc-, will file aud prosecute unw arranted cases in order that they 
m ight receive the maximum of fees. T his argum ent is refuted by 
the experience in the Fish ariel Game D epartm ent where an ap­ 
propriation was made to pay costs in all cases wherein the state 
fails and while th a t appropriation h as been made for several 
years, never at any time has the whole am ount been consumed 
and the Legislature reduced the appropriation, ostensibly for the 
reason th a t the sam e was not being used. Anyway, objection 
fades when the bill provides, as it does, that before the fees can 
be paid out the same must be approved by “either the prosecuting 
attorney of the county or the attorney-general or by the chief 
supervisor of or an examiner under the Bureau of Inspection and 
Supervision of Public Office.” 
Furtherm ore, any unw arranted arrests or prosecutions would 
soon result in civil suits against the officers and their bonds­ 
men. 
We think the bill guards well against any such violation. 
Finally I wish to say that in my judgm ent the proportion of 
justices of the peace, and mayors who fail honorably to live up 
to their oath of office is no greater, if as great, as those holding 
positions of probate and common pleas judges.
